Railway Bandit 
Robs Local Station 

Police Seek Man 
Who On April 4 
Robbed Narberth 



The ticket office of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad station at Rad- 
nor was robbed of $50 Saturday 
by a man who held up the ticket 
agent at gun point. 

He forced Robert McKinley, 22, 
the agent, to let him into the sta- 
tion office, where he ransacked 
the cash drawer and the safe. 
Then he fled to a car standing in 
the railroad parking lot and drove 
off on Matsonford Rd. toward 
Conshohocken. 

Lower Merion and Radnor 
Township police believe he was 
the same man who held up the 
Narberth station on April 4. 

In each case the lone bandit 
flourished a nickel-plated revolver 
and was described as a short, 
stocky man between 40 and 45 
years old. In each case, also, he 
look only paper money, ignoring 
the silver lying in the cash draw- 
ers. At Narberth, "ae wore a 
brown leather jacket and dark 
trousers, while at Radnor he was 
dressed in a Navy pea jacket and 
a gray felt hat. 

The bandit's technique was the 
same in both robberies. At Nar- 
berth, he took $283 from the safe 
and cash drawer, after forcing his 
way in. When he finished, he 
forced the agent, Miss Rita Matt- 
son to accompany him from the 
office to the platform. When they 
reached the end of the station 
platform, Miss Matson refused to 
go any further with him, and he 
continued alone along the tracks 
toward Wynnewood.

AMERICAN WOMEN HAD EASTER BONNETS 

EVEN IN JAPANESE CONCENTRATION CAMP 

Continued jrom Page 1 



Miller of Wayne, Pa., and the other American 
women interned in a Japanese 'concentration camp 
on the outskirts of Baguio in the Philippines, half- 
way around the world. Only they had no attrac- 
tive stores to lure them on a shopping spree, only 
time and ingenuity to create something out of 
nothing and carry on in the good old American 
tradition, not to be outdone by their sisters at 
home on the Avenue or on the Boardwalk at At- 
lantic City. 

The Easter Parade came when they were al- 
lowed to walk with their husbands for that one 
hour on Sunday evenings, between six and seven, 
on the double tennis court inside the compound. 
It was the hour most looked forward to in the 
whole week, before the swift darkness closed down 
and they had to return to their separate barracks. 

As each had been allowed to bring in only 
what he cquld carry, the main essentials were 
thought of and nothing extra, such as a mosquito 
bar, blankets, shoes, etc. Blankets were necessary 
because, although the days were hot, the nights 
in the mountains were cold. Filipinos provided an 
assortment of clothing, curtain material from the 
Country Club and old style dresses of the 1880's. 
These were distributed to those who needed them 
most. So some amazing costumes were assembled 
for their first Easter Parade. 

New Bonnets for AH 

Each woman contrived a new bonnet, Mrs. Mil- 
ler using a round, woven strawberry basket draped 
with elderberries and a matching fuchsia, tulle 
veil, loaned by a friend. Another internee wore 
a basket decorated with a cabbage and carrot and 
a cardboard bunny tied on with a bright green 
ribbon. Queen Anne's Lace made a fancy flower 
trimming for some, while assorted fruits and 
flowers with added ribbons were arranged by oth- 
ers into charming chapeaux, unrivalled by Lilly 
Dache herself. An aluminum sauce pan turned 
backwards with a big bow tied on its handle, serv- 
ed in its new capacity to the delight of the camp. 
Appropriate dresses and do-dads were borrowed 
to go with the hats. Precious lipstick and rouge, 
saved for the occasion, completed the ensembles. 
The men sported their snazziest attire to keep in 
step with their wives. 

Japs Didn't Understand 

When the Americans came out with such hats 
and costumes, the Japs thought they were crazy. 



Then the Commandant became suspicious that the 
Americans had heard some secret good news, when 
in reality the war news was very depressing at the 
time. But his anger did not take a virulent form 
and the parade continued. 

The next Easter the men made costume jewelry 
for their wives to wear, by use of primitive meth- 
ods. Wayne Miller carved a beautiful bracelet from 
the bones of a cow which had been sent in for 
their food. On the plaques he engraved Chinese in- 
signia, meaning health, wealth and good luck, 
which they needed. It was fastened together with 
brass wire made from the headlight of a Jap truck. 
Rings were hammered out of silver centavo pieces. 
Cocoanut and bamboo also lent themselves to the 
ingenious work of the handicraftsmen. 
Even Corsaees 

Orchids and gardenias, which grew in profusion 
in the hills, were hung by natives on trees by the 
trail during the dead of night. They were gathered 
in the morning by the garbage detail on its way 
to the river dump. These the women wore at the 
Easter Parade too, their loveliness far excelling 
those worn by their more fortunate friends in the 
States. 

Later the Red Cross was able to get some

goods, a few dresses, playsuits, shoes, etc. The 
yard goods were saved to make into dresses to be 
worn at what turned out to be the last Easter 
they spent as prisoners, so that each woman would 
have a new dress. As little thread was thrown in 
to make the dresses, "Bunny" Miller and her 
friends unravelled' cotton stockings and used the 
thread for sewing. Abaca, a native hemp or woven 
thread, also used in surgery, was substituted at 
times for the cotton. All string was saved and 
knitted into short socks for the women and into 
sweaters for the men, by means of handmade 
bamboo needles. Many wool sweaters were unrav- 
elled and reknit by the women to their own pat- 
terns. Socks knitted out of odd bits of yarn out- 
shone Joseph's "coat of many colors." 

Each woman constructed her own bamboo 
clothes pins marked with her initials and polished 
half cocoanuts into useful dishes. 

An interesting experience, but Mrs. Miller isn't 
at all sorry to get her Easter, 1946, bonnet at a 
millinery shop — and to spend . Easter with her 
husband in their Wayne home.
